High and Mighty Lords! 
‘RY my two Letters from Breda of the 1ft and 2d

‘High Mightineffes have no doubt been inform’d, 
‘in what Condition I left your Troops engag’d 
‘with the Enemy on the 3oth of laft-Month, and 
‘ What indue’d me (namely, a Perfwafion that your: 

Troops being furrounded on every fide, would all 
' inevitably be loft) with utmoft Hazard to break 
through the Enemy and -retire. I mitift however 
acknowledge, High and Mighty Lords, That, the 

imminent Danger all the Troops were then in ; 
‘a juft Apprehenfion that the moft refolute and pru- 
‘dent Efforts thar could be'us’d, would (for want 
‘of needful Force) not avail to bring them off ; and 
‘the Enemy’s preffing on, with irrefiftible Superio-

‘Preient, and where no Succour could come to cn- 
rable me to keep my Ground ; mov'd me*to. afs 
‘too hafty a Judgment in the firft Letter on the Suc-
